Questioned about a bill outlawing 
Communists from official posttions in 
labor unions, Secretary of Labor 
i Schwellenbach rasped: “It does not go 
far enough.

PHILIPPINES: 
Welcome Americans 


By an overwhelming vote, the 
Philippines approved a_ constitu- 
tional amendment granting Ameri- 
can citizens the same economic 
rights as natives. The measure car- 
ried in rural provinces and big 
cities alike, with a. heavy swing in 
Manila resulting from an attempt 
on the life of Pres. Manuel Roxas, 
champion of the provision. 


Recognizing the U. S. as the 
strongest economic force in the 
world, Roxas and his adherents as- 
serted that adoption of the plan af- 
forded the only real opportunity for 


postwar reconstruction in the war- 


torn islands. Opponents charged 
that the measure surrendered Phil- 


ippine sovereignty over economic 


matters. 

Under the ‘amendment, the peso 
will be tied to the dollar to stabilize 
exchange rates. Trade between the 
two countries will remain duty free 


‘for eight years, with gradually in- 


creasing tariffs for the next 20 
years. Americans will be guaran- 
teed equal rights in development of 
natural resources, - management 
and ‘control of public utilities, and 
ownership of land.

Curb Tenure 


Senate and house conferees were 
scheduled to put their heads to- 
gether to work out a compromise 
constitutional amendment to be sub- 
mitted to the states limiting the 
tenure of a president. Legislatures 
of 36 of the 48 states would have to 
ratify the amendment within seven 
years for it to take effect. 

While agreeing to the principle of 
limiting the presidential tenure, the 
two houses differed over the time 
allowed the vice-president if he 
should take over an unexpired term. 
The house restricted his tenure to 
eight years in all while the senate 
permitted two years of an unex-. 
pired term and. two additional full 
terms, or 10 years in all. 

The senate also adopted an 
amendment by Senator Taft (Rep., 
O.) which would permit President 
Truman to serve two full terms 
after completing his present unex- 
pired term of three years.

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Korea a House Divided 
Between U.S. and Russia

WASHINGTON. — A couple: of 
months ago I wrote a piece abou 
Korea for this column. oY 
It was largely a factual report 
and when I wrote it I realized how 
little I, arid per- 
haps some of 
you, know about 
Korea.

many. I think 
that. the first 
time Korea 
meant anything 


more to me than 
a smear on-the 
map was when I 
was, quartered 
with a young fel-

talked in his sleep. That was bad 
enough, but I couldn’t understand 
what he said. So I asked’ him. He 
said: 

“My father was a missionary in 
Korea. I was born there. When I 
have a nightmare I talk Korean.’’.

But regardless of academic defi- 
nitions, this has happened, accord- 
ing to General Hodge’s own state- 
ments: The Russians have drafted 
Koreans in their zone into an army. 
They have set up a Communist 
regime in their sector. : 


We haven’t done so well with our 
brand of democracy in our sector. 
Not because of lack of good inten- 
tions’ nor of the efforts of General 
Hodge (so his enemies admit) but 
due to a lot of things including the 
spectre of the past which has har- 
‘assed the Koreans. They like Amer- 


the past is vague promises. Other 
nations beginning with Japan took 
them and tore them. .They have 
faced a historical array of broken 
promises from the. great nations. 
Koreans thought they were prom- 
ised independence ‘in a‘few days” 
after American occupation. That 
misunderstanding was due to the. 
fact that the Moscow agreement 
‘was translated by a Korean who 
was possessed of more native opti- 
mism than knowledge of the Eng- 
lish* language. From then on, the 
Americans attempting to abide by 
their understanding of the Moscow 
decisions have tried in vain to get 
an agreement out of the Russians 
‘which would be the basis of a uni- 
fied Korea behind a: unified provi- 
sional Korean government. 

Today Korea has become one of 
those explosive areas where two 
ideologies meet;. where , the two 
great empires left in the world (the 
U. S. and the U.S.S.R.) face each 
other for better or for worse. Nei- 
ther thinks it should retire and 
allow Korea to erect a government 
which would take its pattern from 
the other. i a ads a 

What’s going to-happen now? We 
are going to get a little tougher with 
the Russians, and if we can be re- 
leased from that ambiguous agree- 
ment. will let the Koreans in our 
zone set. up their own provisional 
government. They already have a 
parliament of their own, but Gen- 
eral Hodge has a veto and he will 
keep it until we see some kind of a 
coalition, free from Communist 
pressure—or any other kind of pres- 
sure, of which there are a lot.

Governor of Michigan. 

Instead of getting approved of one 
person for a program, Governor Sig- 
ler must submit his recommendations 
to the Legislature, membership of 
which includes 130 persons through- 
out Michigan and who represent all 
types of economic activity. 

Governor Sigler came to the con- 
clusion in February that a solution of 
the state’s present financial dilemma 
was to re-submit the sales amend- 
ment to the voters at the April spring 
election. The House : of Represent- 
atives agreed with his recommend- 


ation, but the program was upset by 


a minority of state senators who pre- 
vented the necessary’ two-thirds ma-~ 
jority vote. for approval... 

Because of his experience with 
certain lobbyists during the Lansing 
Grand Jury investigations, Governor 
Sigler has carefully avoided applying 
political pressure on members of the 
Legislature and hence engaging in 
lobbying for his own BOminsteaTye 
measures. 

In his budget message. to the Leg- 


islature on February 11th, Governor |- 


Sigler expressed his personal distaste 
for lobbying in the following words: 

“There is no. lobbist for the aged. 
There is no lobbist for the mentally 
afflicted. Dependent children have no 
representatives, except those public- 
spirited citizens who have been giv- 
ing of their time behalf, and the con- 
scinces of all good citizens. The tax- 
payers has no lobbyist. The man who 
is burdened with taxation and abhors 
the thought of new taxes has no lob- 


_byist. You and I must represent. all 


the people, without bowing to pres- 
sure groups, without being: worried 
about political futures.” 


The Senate Judiciary. Committee 


- on Tuesday (March 25) held a pub- 


lic hearing on proposed legislation to 
register lobbyists at Lansing. The 
Capitol Club of Lansing, whose mem- 
bership comprises secretaries of. 37 
state trade associations, presented a 
formal statement in which the Club 
raised no objections to registraton 
of legislatives agents or payments of 
a registration fee to a state office. 
The Club made on major objection, 
this being to granting power of sub- 
poena to a member of the Legislat- 
ure, such as the Ivan Johnson com- 
mittee which sought to smear Mr. 
Sigler in 1946. j

Sigler as a result of his Lansing 
Grand Jury experiences. 


Instead of having ample funds to 
get things done, Governor Sigler is 
faced with the-dire and grim pros- 
pect of a staggering deficit. The vot- 
ers of Michigan approved a $27,000,- 


000 bonus for veterans of World War 


II without authorizing any taxation 
whereby such payments are to be 
financed. 

How the Michigan veteran bonus 

is to be financed is as much a my- 
stery today as it was oné year ago, 
prior to the Michigan primary, when 
candidates were making political cap- 
ital of the proposal. 
Only last week a majority of the 
members of the House taxation com- 
mittee, hdaded by Representative 
Elton R. Eaton of Plymouth, rejected 
an administrative proposal to fin- 
ance the bonus by etme mill :state 
property tax. 

Such a tax would take priority 
over the needs of local government, 
and consequently it was vigorously 
opposed by the representatives from 
areas in which 15-mill limitation’ 
cities predominate. 

The legislature is now nearing the 
final week of the third month of con- 
tinuous sessions, and Governor Sig- 
ler finds himself in the situation of 
having no answer yet to this finan- 
cial problem involving a mere: $17,- 
000,000 a year. 


Governor Sigler’s former associ- 
ate in Grand Jury days, Judge Le- 
land W. Carr, is now.a member of the 
Supreme Court of Michigan. 

This court is currently about to be- 
gin deliberations into the constitu- 


‘tionality of the controversial sales tax 


amendment, as adopted by the voters 
last November. 

Uncertain as to what decision the 
Supreme Court will make, the State 
Legislature has been virtually mark- 
ing time on the ' entire problem of 
state finances.

6. Firearms shall not be carried nor 
had in possession unless unloaded i.

this regulation shall not apply in por- 
ion of parks which are open to hunt- 
ing by order of the Conservation 
JSommission during such open period. 
Shooting of air rifles and possession 

f fireworks and firecrackers ar. 
prohibited. Shooting with bow and 
and arrow is prohibited except in 
portions of parks open to hunting 
and in other locations Cesisnates foi 
that purpose. ; 

7. Dogs are not. allowed on bathing 
beaches, either in water or on shore. 
In other parts of parks dogs shall he 
securley tied with chain or controll- 
ed on leash, such chain or leash to be 
of not more than ten feet effectiv: 
except that the provision 
shall not apply when dogs are used in 
hunting on portions of parks open to 
nunting by order. of the Conser- 
vation Commission. Dogs shall not be 
left unattended.

playgrounds, nor other areas posted.

14. The sale, or offering for sale, 
of eggs, milk, cream, butter, native 
fruits, native vegetables, ice, and 
newspapers by a vendor other than 
one’ operating under an approved 
concession lease is permitted if such 
vendor first secures from the park 
or area manager written permission 
specifying the items which may be 
sold and the locations in which sales 
may be made.

The cross of Calvary, from man’s. 
viewpoint, was ‘‘a paradox. There 
is something startling and seeming- 
ly incredible about the idea of a 
crucified king, particularly if those 
who do the crucifying are the king’s 
own subjects. Kingship implies 
rulership over others, and not suf- 
fering and death at their hands. 
Pilate told the simple truth when 
he exclaimed, ‘Behold your King,’ 
and when he flung out the sarcastic 
question, ‘Shall I crucify your 
King?’ he was speaking more truly 
than he knew. They were, verily, 


manding the death of their King, 
their Messiah, yea, of the very Son 
of God’ (B. L. Olmstead). . 

I. Jesus said, “I Am a King” 
(18: 37, 38). 


Jesus was before Pilate. The J ews 
had accused him of declaring him- 
self to be king (see Luke 23:2). 
Pilate demanded, ‘‘Art thou King 
of the Jews?” (v. 33). 

Jesus did not answer directly at 
first, but declared his kingdom to 
be ‘‘not of this world” (v. 36), in- | 
dicating to Pilate that he was deal- : 
ing. with One who was more than 
an earthly king. 

When Pilate persisted, Jesus 
openly declared, “I am a king.” 
The .expression ‘“Thou sayest”’ (v. 
37) carries the thought, ‘‘You' say 
that I am a king and you are right. 7 
I am a king.” It was in no sense 
a disavowal of his royalty, but a 
declaration of it. 

Pilate, troubled, convinced of 
Christ’s innocency but too cow- 
ardly to.declare it, hid behind man’s | 
proverbial inability to know the | 
truth (v.38), and wrote himself 
eee history as a. hypocritical | cow- 
ar 

What have we to. say—what have |: 
you to say, dear reader, to Christ’s 
claim to Kingship over your life? 
Should we not say, “‘He is not only 
king of the Jews, he is the King of 
my life’’? 

Wi. The Priests Said, 
No King” (19:10-16). . 


Pilate, in’ fleshly pride, taunted 
Jesus with his power to determine 
his fate, He did have much power 
as the representative of Rome, but 
power over Jesus he did not have.. 
' Majestic indeed was the reply of 
the King. In a brief sentence Jesus 
put Pilate on trial before the judg- 
ment throne of:God. Only because 
the time had come for the Son of 
God to die was Pilate permitted to 
exercise his governmental power 
(see Rom. 13:1), and he would an- 
swer for his decision one day in the 
presence of God. 

Of especial interest to ‘us just 
now is the statement of Jesus: ‘“‘He 
that delivered me unto thee hath 
the greater sin.’”? It was the high 
priest Caiaphas who had that guilt. 

Yes, and it was the high priests 
who declared, ‘“We have no king 
but Caesar,’ after Pilate, driven by 
their cunning threat (v. 12), had 
sarcastically asked: them, ‘‘Shall I 
crucify -your king?’”’ (v. 15). 
~The awful declaration which they 
made then was on behalf of the en- 
tire nation, and declared themselves 
against Jesus and loyal to the pagan 
Caesar. 

No King? Countless are the men 
and women today who by their, re-

_ jection of Christ have declared that 
‘they would not have him rule over 


| 


them. And sad but true is the fact 
that those who neglect to receive 
his great salvation have rejected 
him! 

ii. Jesus Said, 
(19 :25-30). 

In his time of greatest anguish 
Jesus, in an act of tender thought- 
fulness, ‘provided for his mother, 
and gave the beloved disciple John 
a high place of privilege and re- 
sponsibility.
